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John, ſon of Benedict de Hokerton conveyed ſome ſmall 
parcels af land to John, Rector of the church cf Hokerton, 
and his heirs.—-In the ſame reign lived Henry de Sewel, 
Clerk, who gave the yearly rent of 40 ſhillings to the church 
of Southwell, due to him from Robert Wulrington for 
lands which he held in Stretton in the Clay; and the rectory of 
South-Muſchamp being appropriated to the ſaid church, and 
making a Prebend by that name, he augmented it by the 
donation of three tofts in the town of Suelle, or Southwell, 
to William de Marcham, Canon of that church, and his 
ſucceſſors, Canons of the Prebend of South-Muſchamp.— 
One of the witneſſes to the Chapter's certificate of this deed

in Arragon, he had a grant, for life, of the caſtle of Bour- 
deaux, and whatever there belonged to the King, by reafon 


of the incroachment, or increment, coming to him by the 


commiſſion of Arnold Beonard de Lados, Knight, deceaſed, 
and whatever the King had otherwife acquired there; re- 
ceiving alfo, 27 of that month, a mandate from the King, 
to depute a ſit perſon for the cuſtody of his foreſts near Bour- 
deaux, with daily wages, to be paid him as long as the King 
and he, the conſtable, ſhould pleaſe.—In 1294 (22 Edw.

Sir Thomas Southwell, of Callow, and Caſttemattreſs, 
the ſecond baronet, approved himſelf a ftrenuous afferter of 
the laws and liberties of his country in the moſt dan 
times, and at the apparent hazard of his life. For, upon the 
ſurrender of Moyallow to K. James's army, 3 the gentry of 
Munſter having no hopes of reſiſting their progreſs, Sir 
Thomas Southwell, with his brother William, Thomas and 
E Ponſonby, Edward Perceval, captain Purdon, and near 

100 others , reſolved to make their way to Sligo, *

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Lord Kin for their common defence. In their journey, 
they had ſeveral ſkirmiſhes with the enemy, but without much 
loſs, until James, Power, ſheriff of the county of Galway, 


having an account the day before of their march, raiſed the 


country, and poſted ſeveral parties at proper places, with 
directions to undertake to guide them to Sligo, but, under 
that pretence, to lead them to a certain paſs, where not above 
two could ride abreaſt. This paſs being fronted by a troop 
of horſe, and each fide lined with foot, Sir Thomas reſolved 


to make the beſt defence he could; and to that end drew up 


his company, who, by a loud huzza, cauſed the Iriſh to make 


propoſals of a compoſition 3 which, after debate, their fitu- 
ation obliged them to accept, namely, that they ſhould de- 


liver up all their horſes and arms, that were muſterable, ex- 
cept thoſe the gentlemen rode, with their piſtols and ſwords 
that their ſervants ſhould have ſufficient horſes inſtead of 
theirs z and that they ſhould have paſſes, protections, and a 
convoy, if defired. | 


Theſe terms being accepted, they were taken that night to 


Loughrea, for convenience of lodging; and the next day, 
inſtead of a convoy, ſecured with ſtrong guards, and told, 
that they could not be permitted to depart until the govern- 
ment's pleaſure was known, to whom ſo favourable a re- 
preſentation ſhould be ſent, that without queſtion, their 
conditions ſhould be punctually performed: But Sir Thomaę 
having no reaſon to rely on their promiſes, difpatched a 
gentleman of Loughrea to Dublin, 9 March — to 
petition the ſtate for the performance of the articles of ſur- 


render; whoſe ſuit proving ineffectual, they were removed 


to Galway in a moſt deplorable manner; confined in the 


c Court-Houſe, and delivered to the Sheriff's cuſtody, 
who, for money, ſuffered ſome to have private quarters in 


the town, Here they remained until judge Martin, with 


a pipe before him inſtead of a trumpet, the 16 of March 
brought them to trial, and by the aſſurances he gave |

(or, „ at leait, it being ſo e the Earl of Clanrickard 
ent his niajor with a meſſage to them, which he thus deli- 
vered to Sir Thomas Southwell, and thoſe confined with 
him. „Gentlemen, you could not be fatisfied with his 
« Majeſty's mercy, which he has hitherto afforded you in 
cc ſparing your lives; but now (as we underſtand) you have 
« correſpondence with the northern rebels, and plot with 
« his enemies; therefore I am ſent to bid you all prepare for 
ce death, which you have now the ſecond time deſerved.” 
This amazing ſentence obliged them to petition the Lord 
Clanrickard, for longer time to prepare for death, and to 
permit them, by a meſſenger, to lay their innocency at his 
Majeity's feet. To which he anſwered, * 'That longer time 
« to repent he gave them; but as for ſending to his Majeſty, 
% he would not permit.” This anſwer nw on the 
Friday) induced them to prepare for death, being affured, 
that Monday or Tueſday following was the day appointed 
for their execution. 

On Monday morning they were alarmed with the noiſe of 
many drums, which they concluded to be the ſignal, for the 
ſoldiers to attend their execution ; and whilſt they were pre- 
paring for it in the Common-ball (where they were offered 
their lives if they would change their religion, which pro- 
poſal not one accepted, but unanimouſly reſolved ta dye in 
the faith, for which they ſuffered) colonel Mac-Donell gover- 
nor of the town, ſent them word to be of good-courage, for

After this, the Earl of Seaforth. perceiving Sir Thomas 
Southwell to be a very hopeful young gentleman, and con- 
ceiving a particular affection for him, from his agreeable 
converſation, promiſed to make uſe of his intereſt at court 
for his enlargement, and with that view gave the King no 
reſt, until he procured a warrant, directed to Sir Richard

However, the Earl at length pre- 
vailed, and diſpatched captain Bozier to Galway, who arrived 
there 2 January 1689, with an order to releaſe Sir Thomas 
Southwell, and with money to diſcharge his fees, defray his 
expences, and enable him to travel ; and the King figning his 
. under the great-ſeal 1 April 1690 *, the Earl of 

orth made him his boſom friend, and took him to Scot- 
land, whence they proceeded into England; and Sir Tho- 
mas had the ſatisfaction to repay his Lordſhip's interpoſition 
with an equal piece of ſervice, when he had incurred the 
government's diſpleaſure, by his unhappy engagement in the 
rebellion of 1715.—Sir Thomas Southwell, at bis departure 
from Galway, promifed to uſe his utmoſt endeavours, to 
have all his ——— releaſed, but that act of mercy 
was reſerved for a ſtronger arm, and effected only by K. 
William's victory at the Boyne; yet, Sir Thomas muſt be 
conſidered as a ſingular inſtrument of their preſervation, be- 
cauſe on his account chiefly it was, that the reprieves were 
procured, and their execution retarded.

inſtrumental in bringing it to its preſent perfection, for 
which he received parliamentary encouragement, as appears 
by the Journals of the Houſe of Commons.—And in the 
year 170g great numbers of poor Palatines, Swabians, and 
other Germans, chiefly proteſtants, being driven from their

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IH E ancient family of St. Leger is of French extrac- 
tion, and derives its deſcent from Sir Robert Sent. 
Legere, Knt. (as the name was then uſually written) who in 
1066 attended William Duke of Normandy in his expedi- 
tion to England, as appears from the Roll of Battle-Abbey, and 
the family have a tradition that with his hand he ſupported 
the Duke when he quitted the ſhip to land in Suſſex. After 
the Conqueror's victory, having overcome a Pagan Dane, 
who inhabited the manor of Ulcomb, in Kent, he there 
fixed his reſidence, where his poſterity flouriſhed for many 
generations. | 5 
Guy de St. Leger, was appointed by K. William I. to be 
Knight aſſiſtant to Adelmere, one of the Monks of Ely; 
and in the reign of Henry II. William St. Leger, grandſon 
(as is ſuppoſed) of the aforeſaid Sir Robert, married Joan, 
daughter of Sir Geffrey Sackville, anceſtor to the Duke of 
Dorſet, and was ſucceeded by Ralph St. Leger who about 
1195, was one of thoſe Kentiſh gentlemen, that accompa- 
nied K. Richard I. to the fiege of Acon in the Holy-Land, 
in which war, he ſerved the ſpace of fifteen years, as an 
inſcription, on the lid of his coffin in the church of Ulcomb, 
imports.

fore; and in every leaſe to inſert an eſpecial clauſe, « that 
« all men, being the King's tenants, by virtue of the ſame, 
« ſhall ſpecially obſerve the acts to be made for the uſe of the 
« Engliſh tongue and the Engliſh habit, and the inhibition 
& of alliance, familiarity and intelligence with the Iriſh re- 
te dels, upon the forfeiture of their leaſes ; beſides the penalty 
« of the law, provided for the utage of the country.“ 
Further, he and the faid George Poulet, his Majeſty's 
Counſellors ; Thomas Moyle, and William Barners, Gent. 
his Majeſty's ſervants ; were appointed by the King's let- 
ter, dated at the fame time and place, his Majeſty's 
Commiſſaries, Commiſſioners, and Deputies to and for 
an order and eſtabliſhment, to be taken and made 
touching the whole ſtate. of Ircland, and of all and 
every his affairs within the ſame, both for the reduction 
thereof to a due civility and obedience, and the advancement 
of the publick weal of the ſame, according to ſuch credit 
and inſtructions as he had given them in behalf ; com- 
manding all his ſubjects, of what condition, Megree or eſtate 
ſoever, not only to enſue and follow ſuch orders, as they 
ſhould take and decree, touching the order of the faid land, 
and all the affairs therein; bat alſo to be aiding and afliſting 
unto them in the execution of all ſuch things, as they ſhould, 
on his behalf, limit, ordain and preſcribe for the purpoſes 
aforeſaid, upon the peril of his high indignation, and the 


_ juſt puniſhment of their reſpeCtive treſpaſles, that ſhould of- 


fend accordingly. * | | 

Being armed with this extraordinary authority, they were 
nobly entertained, upon their arrival, by the L. D.; and, 
after executing their commiſſion, returned to England, 
In 1539 he was Sheriff of Kent; and his abilities to ſerve the 
King, even in the higheſt places of truſt and power, being 
well underſtood by that Prince, he conſtituted him the year 
after his Deputy of Ireland; and by privy ſeal from Weſt- 
minſter 24 June, directed Sir William Brereton, L. J., the 
Archbiſhop of Dublin, and Robert Cowley Maſter of the 
Rolls, to get appraiſed upon ſight thereof by indifferent per- 
ſons, all ſuch things and furniture, as were late the L. D. 
Gray's, as harneſs, weapons, ordnance, implements of 
houſehold, plate, bedding, with all others, and all manner of 
furniture, of what ſort or quality ſoever the ſaid Leonard 
Gray left behind him, and deliver them to Sir Anthony by 
inventory, to remain in his cuſtody, and by him to be uſed 
during the King's pleaſure. | 155

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His patent bore date 7 July, and he was ſworn into that 
dffice in Chriſt-Church, Dublin, the 25; and within half a 
ear after he had received the ſword, ſent Sir William 
rereton, Knight-Mareſchal, to Limerick, to being in James, 
Earl of Deſmond, who ſtood upon certain punctilios with 


the Governor; but Sir William dying in that journey at 


Kilkenny, was buried in the Choir of St. Canice Church, 
and nothing further was then done.—He reduced the publick 
revenue into good order, and more than ever to the King's ad- 
vantage, by the endeavours of three induſtrious Com- 
miſſioners, whom he brought with him, viz. Thomas Walſh 
Baron of the Exchequer in England, John Mynne, and 
William Cavendiſh, auditors, who formed exact rolls of the 
crown lands, which were after made into ſurveys. That 
year he went to Limerick, to propoſe certain conditions at 
O'Brien's requeſt, fit for the time; and in 1541 (33 Hen: 
VIII.) on Trinity-Monday, 13 June ſummoned the parlia- 
ment at Dublin, which continued to 19 November, and pro- 
cured an act to paſs, * whereby it was enacted, That Henry, 
King of England, and his ſucceſſors, ſhould be ſtyled Kings 
of Ireland, with all manner of juriſdiction, power, 

tive and royal authority, eccleſiaſtical and civil, (which ne- 
vertheleſs they had enjoyed under the former title) the Kings 
of England, till then, being only ſtyled Lords of Ireland: 
And the ſtatute (accompanied with an act of grace, releaſing 
all priſoners, however detained, for all offences, which the 
L. D. had power to pardon) was proclaimed the Sunday 
following in St. Patrick's Church, as it was at London 23 
January, and in every county of Ireland as follows. « For 
« as much as the hearts of all godly, natural, reaſonable, 
« civil creatures be kindled with life and joy, when they 
© hear of the proſperity, triumph, or advancement of their 


natural Sovereign Liege Lord; honourable aſſembly, ye 


i ſhall underſtand, that the triumph ſhewed here this day is 
« done principally to give thanks to God of his bene 
te fits ſhewed to our moſt noble and victorious K. Henry VIII. 
&« and to declare our own gladneſs and joy, that his Majeſty 
“ is now, as he hath always of right been, knowledged 
ce the nobility and commons of this his realm of Ireland, 
te to be King of the ſame; and he and his heirs to be named, 
&« reputed, and taken for evermore, Kings of Ireland, moſt 
« worthy under God; and for manifeſtation partly of 
e the gladneſs of the nobility here aſſembled; it is agreed 
e by the King's deputy, and the lords ſpiritual and temporal,

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« and the commons aſſembled in this parliament, that all 
« priſoners of what eſtate, degree, and condition, however 
cc they be detained for murder, felony, or other offences, 
« which the faid L. D. may pardon, (treaſon, wilful mur- 
« der, rape, and debt only excepted), ſhall be clearly deli- 
« vered out of prifon, or priſons, then where they, or any 
« of them be detained, and all fuch priſoners, as ſo ſhall 
« be delivered, ſhall have their pardons, frank and free, 
« requiring the {ame accordingly; and God fave the King's 
« Majeſty, K. Henry VIII. King of England, Ireland and 
« France, defender of the faith, and on earth ſupreme head 
« of the church of England and Ireland.” Upon this alte- 
ration of the ſtyle, were coined the K. Harry's groats, two 
penny, and penny pieces, each having on the reverſe a Harp; 
which (19 November) were made current by proclamation, 
and the carrying them to England prohibited, under the 
ſevere penalties of forfeiting treble the value, fine, and impri- 
ſonment. 

The parliament alſo (12 July) made orders and proviſions 
for the reformation of the inhabitants of "Thomond, Conaught, 
and Munſter ; and by Concordatum, under the hands of the 
L. D. and others of the council, in manner of a great charter, 
it was decreed, for the immunity and liberty of the church of 
Ireland, that the principal manors of the biſhops, the manſe- 
lands of rectors and vicars, where they live, and the manſes 
and glebes of churches, not exceeding ten marcs in yearly 
value, ſhould be free from all impoſitions and county charges. 
—And a commiſſion, dated 1 September, was directed to 
him, with others, for the granting of all monaſtery lands 
(the full and free diſpoſal of all the abbies in the ſtatute ex- 
preſſed, being confirmed to the King by the ſaid parliament) 
reſerving to the crown certain annual rents —A method was 
likewiſe preſcribed. for electing members to parliament z an 
act was paſſed for the chuſing a governor of the kingdom, in 
caſe of death, reſignation, or other avoydance ; and the 
county of Meath being too large for one Sheriff ro manage, 
was divided into two counties, by the names of Eaſt and 
Weſt Meath. 

About the end of December, or beginning of January 
1541, Con O Neile, whoſe power was ſuſpected by the King, 
being deprived of his old friend the Earl of Kildare, ſub- 
mitted to Sir Anthony at Maynooth, with the promiſe of a 
ipeedy repair to England, to — himſelf and all he had 
into the King's hands; which he did the year after, diſclaim- 
ing at Greenwich, 24 September, the title of Prince, and

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name of OfNeile, the King creating him in lieu thereof, by 
patent dated 1 October, Earl of Tyrone. And about this 
time, moſt of the Iriſh Chiefs, viz. O'Carroll, O'More, 
O' Molloy, O'Conor, O'Donell, O'Rorke, O'Flaherty, O'Reily, 
O'Melaghlin, O'Sulliven, Mac-Carthy, Mac-Gennis, Mac- 
Mahon, and others; with the Lords Barry, Roche, Bir- 
mingham, and Mac-Guillin, Nobles of Engliſh deſcent,' 
making their ſubmiſſions to the L. D., and ſwearing allegi- 
ance, (being the fourth ſolemn ſubmiſſion of the Iriſh to the 
Kings of England,) he prepared certain edicts, fitted to the 
temporary government of the Iriſh natives in 'Thomond and 
Conaught tothe following purpoſes, viz. That K. Henry VIII. 
ſhould be accepted, reputed and named King of Ireland by 
all the inhabitants of the whole kingdom ; that the Biſhops 
ſhould be permitted to exerciſe their juriſdiction in their re- 
ſpective dioceſes, according to the law of God and the Canons; 
that tythes ſhould be duly demiſed and paid; that children 
and laymen ſhould not be admitted to benefices; and that 
all who had church preforments thould take orders and reſide; 
that for every man-ſlaughter, and theft above fourteen pence, 
committed in the Iriſh countries, the offender ſhould pay a 
fine of 4ol., 20l. ro the King, and 20l. to the Captain of the 
country, and for every theft under fourteenpence, a fine of five 
marcs; 21. os. 8d. to the Captain, and 20s. to the Taniſter; 
that horſemen and kernes ſhould not be impoſed upon the 
common people, to be fed and maintained by them; that 

the father ſhould anſwer for his children, the maſter for his 
ſervants, and every other perſon for his reſpective dependants ; 


that cuttings ſhould not be made by the Lord upon his 


tenants, to maintain war with his neighbours, but only to 
bear his neceſſary expences ; with divers other regulations of 
the Iriſh cuſtoms; and, in order to aboliſh the brehon law, 
arbitrators were appointed in every province, to hear and 
determine all controverſies, and in caſe of any difference, 
which they could not decide, either through the difficulty 
thereof, or obſtinacy of the parties, to certify the L. D. 
and council, who would decide the matter by their autho- 
rity. 

Of theſe proceedings for the reformation of the country, 
and eſtabliſhment of the government, he ſent a full account 
to the King; who 4 May 1542, in recompence of his-ſer- 
vices, gave him the ſite and precin& of the Monaſtery of 
Grany in the county of Carlow, with the rectory, chapel, 
and tenths in the counties of Carlow, Kildare, 2 * 

ork, 
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Cork, Dublin, &c. to hold in Capite by the twentieth part 
of a knight's fee, and the rent of 31. 6s. 8d. Iriſh; and 6 
E 1544 (35 Hen. VIII.) were granted to him and his 

eirs, two water mills on the Boyne near Trim; and 8 
October 1543 the King advertiſed him, by letter from Green- 
wich, of his having, at his inſtance, created O'Neile an Earl 
and his ſon Mathew Baron of Dungannon; that he had 
directed, that the Cell of Newrie, then unſuppreſſed, ſhould 


be converted to a College of Secular Prieſts, to be of his 


foundation; had given orders for the proportion of ordnance 


and ammunition defired by Sir Anthony; and that all the 


ſubjects of Ireland, reſorting to ſtudy the laws in England, 
ſhould be as free in all the Inns of court, as the ſubjects of 


England were. * | 


10 February 1543 (having, as Dowling obſerves, go- 
verned Ireland laudably and peaceably, and leaving Sir 
William Brabazon, L. J.) he was recalled, to inform the 
King of his adminiſtration of affairs; which gave his Majeſty 
fo great ſatisfaction, that he created him a knight companion 
of the order of the garter, and fent him hack L. D. He 
arrived 11 June 1544, being ſplendidly entertained by the 

ouncil and people, and found the kingdom, as he had left 

t, in peace, which he made his buſineſs to preſerve in that 

happy ſituation z and well knowing that the only method to 
eſtabliſh it, was to break the dependencies of the Iriſh, he 
made it his ſtudy to do ſo; and to that end, upon all refe-

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depend on the government for protection, without any re- 
liance on, or ſuhjection to others: And leſt the Iriſh ſhould . 
run into rebellion, he took indentures and hoſtages from 
thoſe he ſuſpected, to oblige them to fidelity. Which proceed- 
ings were ſo acceptable to the King, that 5 July he augment- 
ed his fee, as L. D., with 200l. a year. 

In 1544, the King having reſolved to beſiege Bulloigne, 
ordered Sir Anthony to levy a body of Iriſh, and with all 
expedition ſend them to England ; which he accordingly did, 
under the Lord Poer and other Captains. They muſtered in 
St. James's Park 700 men, and ſtood the King in very good 
ſtead at that ſiege; for (as Hollinſhed relates) they not only 
burned and ſpoiled the adjoining villages, but ranged and 
ravaged 20 or 30 miles within the country; and having taken 
a bull, frequently tied him to a ſtake, and by ſcorching him 
with faggots, forced him to bellow fo loud, that all the cattle 
within reach of the noiſe made towards him, which they drove 
away, and furnithed the camp with ſtore of beef. 

But in 1546 the L. D. having reſolved to impoſe certain 
tributes on the Iriſh ſubjects, in order to ſupport the govern- 
ment, the Exchequer yielding little, the Earl of Ormond 
ſo vehemently oppoſed this ſtep, that at length he ſent a 
charge of high treaſon againſt him to the King, which in his 
own defence, retorting by a like accuſation, they were both 
ſummoned to England, and their cauſe being heard by the 
King in Council, was found to be of no great conſequence, 
and they were reconciled hy the interpoſition of the council, 
Sir Anthony returned to his government 16 December, 
and K. Henry dying 28 January following, he was continued 
in his high poſt by Edward VI,, whom he proclaimed in 
Dublin 26 February, and cauſed the ſame to be afterwards 
done in the chief towns of the kingdom, And by privy 
_ feal, dated at Greenwich 7 April 1547, the King, in _—_ 

of his faithful and diligent ſexvice, continued him of his 
privy council, with the aforeſaid augmentation of 200l. to 
his fee, as Lord Deputy. 

The ſept of the O Byrnes hoping, that the infancy of the 
King would occaſior. diſturbances in the ſtate, began to raiſe 
commotions, which obliged the Deputy, in May, to invade 
their territory, and purſue them ſo cloſely, that he flew their

An inſtan- 2 of this, was the award, or final order he made on 14 July be- 
tween the aforementioned O'Neile and O'Donell, whereby the latter was freed 
from any farther dependence on the former, than an obligation to pay him 
the yearly acknowledgment of ſixty beoves for the lands of Iniſowen: Which 
not being punctually paid, O'Neile the next year invaded Tyrconnel; and the 


matter being referred again to the De a new peace was made between

He alſo took two of the Fitz-Geralds, who had been pro- 
ſcribed, and then joined O Toole, whom he brought with 
other priſoners to Dublin, and had them executed. After 
this, he intercepted Patrick O More and Brian O Conor, 
who had entered the county of Kildare, and were returning 
home with their prey, whom he routed, with the ſlaughter 
of 200 men: And about midſummer, Captain-General 
Edward Bellingham (who was ſoon after knighted by the 
L. D. and made Mareſchal of Ireland) arrived at Waterford 
with a ſupply of 600 horſe and 400 foot, Sir Anthony St. 
Leger joined them, and invaded the countries of Leix and 
Offaley ; © proclaimed O More and O Conor traitors ; and 


having diſperſed the rebels, repaired the fort of Philipſtown ; 


built zhat of Maryborough ; and O More and O Conor find- 
ing themſelves deſerted by their followers, and in great diſ- 


treſs, made their humble ſubmiſſion to him.—In the ſpring 


of the next year (1548) he forced Richard and Alexander 


Fitz-Euſtace, younger fons of Thomas, Viſcount Baltinglas, 
. who had diſturbed the Fng/ifh Pale by an inſurrection in the 


county of Kildare, to apply for protection, when accepting 
their ſubmiſſion, he ſuppreſſed that plot in its very contri- 
vance, and appeaſed the country. Soon after which being 


ſent for to England, he took O More and O Conor with him, 
who, by his interceffion, were pardoned, and received 
-penfions of 10ol. each, for life, payable out of the Exche- 
quer.

Having received inſtructions at Windſor, by the aſſent of 
the council, to call a parliament, he returned to Ireland 10 


September 1550, and fummoning the parliament to meet, 
Charles Cavenagh Mac Art, on 4 November, ſubmitted be- 


fore it, and publickly renounced the title of Mac Murrogh, 


which his anceſtors had uſurped ; at the ſame time having 
his power limited, and large poſſeſſions taken from him. 


On 6 February that year the King ſent his order, for the 
lityrgy of the church of England, to be read and uſed in 


Ireland in the Engliſh tongue; by which the L. D. was autho- 
rized to give ſpecial notice to all the cler gy, to obey and exc- 
cute that order ; which, after ſome oppoſition he executed, 
by having the liturgy read in Chriſt-Church on Eaſter-Sunday 


following. 


In 1550, whilſt he continued in England, he had a grant of tbe Manor- 
Houfe of Wingham-Barton, Berſted (an appendant to the manor of Leedts- 
Caſtle) Eaſt-Farbon and Bentley, two ſmall manors, and the fee-ſimple of one 
of the parks of Leedes-Caſtle, in the county of Kent. All which were ſold by 

his deſcendants. .. +. .

following. But ſome time after, George Browne, Arch» 
biſhop of Dublin, accuſing him of treaſon (as was too cuſto- 
mary at that time, when private differences or diſputes afford- 
ed any pretence for ſo doing) he was recalled to clear him- 
ſelf, which, it is manifeſt, he did, from his being preferred 
to the government again by Q. Mary, on her acceſſion to 
the throne : And returning her deputy 11 November 1553, 
he received the ſword and took the uſual oaths. the 19, in 
Chriſt-Church. 

Thus, had he the honour to ſerye three Princes, (Henry, 
Edward, and Mary) in that high ſtation, being a man well 
verſed in Iriſh affairs; and was partaker as well of their 

ſperous, as adverſe fortune, and a real image of human 
fe, —In the time of his government he performed (as al- 


ready related) great ſervice in the work of reformation, hav- 


ing received four ſeveral ſolemn ſubmiſſions by indenture, 
from the Iriſh chiefs, and degenerate Engliſh, throughout 
the kingdom; the laſt of which was the moſt effectual, when 
they fell on their knees at his feet; laid aſide their girdles, 
ſkeins, and caps, and acknowledged the King of England 
their only true and liege Lord. Having cauſed certain ordi- 
nances of ſtate to be made for eſtabliſhing the government 
ſeized the Abbey-Lands to the King's uſe; prohibited chil- 
dren from being admitted to church-livings, which imports 
the frequency of that abuſe ; and perſuaded the Iriſh chiefs, 
O Neile, O Brien, Mac-William, and others, to ſurrender 
their lands to the King in England, promiſing they ſhould 
receive them again by letters patent, with the addition of the 
dignities of Earls, which was accordingly performed ; and, 
at his deſire alſo, the King conferred on them houſes and 
lands near Dublin, that by reſiding there, they might fuck 
in civility with the court air. 

But the Roman-Catholick Religion being revived by Q. 
Mary, theſe ſervices to promote a reformation were depre- 
ciated and diſapproved ; and, to form ſome pretence for re- 
moving a governor of ſuch intereſt and reputation, it was 
ſuggeſted at court by his enemies, that he had formerly made 
ſome verſes in ridicule of tranſubſtantiation * ; for which,

This eminent perſon (who is characterized a wiſe and wary

Sir William St. Leger, was a gentleman of great merit in 

the reigns of James and Charles I; the former of whom William. 
taking into conſideration (as he expreſſes himſelf in his privy 

ſeal from Weſtminſter, dated 22 June 1618) the Manifold 

and acceptable ſervices, done to his crown in Ireland by his 

grandfather Sir Anthony St. Leger during his government, 

when the title of King of Ireland was faſt annexed to t

an enemy, and for every company himſelf daily exerciſed ; 
ſo that by the middle of Auguſt he had no ſcruple to pro- 
nounce, © that confidering how newly they had been raiſed, 
« no Prince in the chriſtian world had, for their number, a 
« better and more orderly body of men in his ſervice.” 

On 24 March 1640 a pardon under the great ſeal, paſſed 
to him for all offences which he had or might have com- 
mitted, on executing martial law in his province. Upon the 
breaking out of the rebellion he commanded a troop of horſe 
and a company of foot ;3 and the Iriſh on 20 November hav- 


ing plundered his brother-in-law Kingſmill, he ſaon revenged 


that loſs ; and on Friday 3 December 1641, the borders of 
his province having been waſted by the rebels of the 

of Wexford, who carried off the cattle and goods of the 
Engliſh about Waterford, he marched with the little forces 


he could muſter, to recover the ſpoil. His ſtrength conſiſted 


only in about 200 horſe, and by a tedious march over the 
mountains of Waterford, in craggy roads and terrible wea- 
ther, a great ſnow lying on the ground attended with a very 
ſharp froſt, he overtook a ſmall party of them at Mothill, 
where he regained the prey, took nineteen priſoners z and un- 
derſtanding that their main body who had- proceeded ſix 
miles further, were ready to carry their plunder acroſs the 


water, he purſued and fell upon thoſe that were yet on ſhore, 


killed about 140, beſides a good number drowned, and 
brought 50 priſoners to Waterford, where he cauſed 40 of 
the ringleaders to be executed by martial law the Monday 
following. On / December having notice, that the Arch- 
diſhop of Caſhel was plundered, and his ſtock of cattle dri-

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ven from his ace of Camus, he haſtened thither, and 
fmding ſome of the cattle in a gentleman's bawne, not far 
from Caſhel, cauſed the rebels houſes to be fired, and ſent 
the gentleman to Clonmell-gaol. Thus he cleared the pro- 
vince for a time, and made no queſtion, but if the reſt of 
thoſe pilferers were effectually proſecuted and as cloſely pur- 
ſued, they would melt away as ſnow before the ſun. 

After this, the ſoldiers of Purcell, titular Baron of Lough- 
moe and Captain Grace, armed with half-pikes and ſkeins, 
pillaged the country, and were joined by moſt of the papiſts, 
m the barony of Condons, who robbed their neighbours, 
and killed ſuch as reſiſted, without any regard to former 
intimacy, of love, ties of favour, or ancient acquaintance, 
which cauſed all the proteſtants in thoſe parts, for ſafety of 
their lives, to fly to Caſtles or Port-Towns, and leave their 
ſabſtance with them. "The Lord Broghill hearing this, — 
knowing the eruetty of the Condons, ſent his troop of horſe 
among them, who could put no ſtop to the evil, being com- 
manded the next day, (1 February) by the Lord preſi- 
dent to meet at Kildorary * in Sir William Fenton's coun- 
try, where the whole Engliſh ſtrength of the county of Cork 
(except thoſe that lay in garriſon) were ready to encounter 
the great army of the Lord Mountgarret ; who (after two 
days and two nights waiting in the field for them) declining 
an ent, and marching to Kilmallock in the county 
of Limerick, the Lord Prefident (3 February) with the 
Lords Barrymore, Dungarvan, and Broghill, and Sir Wil- 
liam Courteney marched after them towards the Redfbard, as 
dangerous a place for woods and bogs as any in Ireland, lying 
not far from Kilmallock in Sir Edward Fitz-Harris's country, 
and the receptacle for the rebels of thoſe parts. Hither they 
came with a full intent and purpoſe to have fought the 
enemy, who ftill declined the fight, for they were Lords of 
moſt noble minds and courageous ſpirits, their very names 
werea terror tothe rebels, being approved ſoldiers, and capa- 
ble of enduring much hardſhip, cold and hunger, -lying in 
the field without any tents in ſnow, froſt, rain, hail, and all 

weathers : 


* Whilſt he lay in the field here, having no pillow but the ground, a gentle- 
man preſented his cloak to him, beſeeching him to be pleaſed to reſt f arm 
upon it, he refuſed it, wwiſbing him to keep it for bimſclf, that the weather was 
very cold, and for bis part, he was better acquainted with ſuch a kind of life than be 
was, The gentleman was eaſily perſuaded to leave his compliment; for there 
was not the ſike day of ſnow all the winter. Indeed, (ſays Rev. Mr. Urbanus 
Vigors, in his letter to Doctor Jones) he was of a very noble and loving diſpo- 
ſition to his ſoldiers.

weathers : 'They were excellent in managing their horſes, 
which the very rebels acknowledged, and often ſaid they had 
rather encounter with three troops, that ſhould come newly 
into the land than with one of their troops which had given 
thouſands of them their deſerts from the time they firſt 
rebelled. '—The day following being informed, that Mount- 
garret with his army intended to viſit his town of Doneraile 
(which, with his Caſtle, was burned by the Iriſh in 1645) he 
marched to the Mountain's Foot, otherwiſe Ballyhowra, three 
miles northward from that town, to prevent their deſign, 
and remained there till the 5 ; when perceiving their delays 
were only to procure arms, ammunition and a ſtrong party, 
he returned towards Kilmallock, and plundered the country 
in his march, moſt of the inhabitants being in rebellion; 
But Mountgarret keeping cloſe in the town, and Sir William's 
army being too ſmall to force a fight under ſuch diſadvan- 
tages, he returned to his old quarters, doing good ſervice “ 
in the way by his Scouts and the Provoſt-Mareſchai Captain 
Peaſeley, and his horſe ; and had he been furnithed with 
1000 armed men, beſides his troops of horſe, he had put a 
period to Mountgarret's rebellion, and of all thoſe that were 
then out, within the counties of Cork and Limerick, 

Two days after this, the Lord Mountgarret and his great 
army, (the like whereof was never ſeen in Munſter, their 
multitude and pikes making as great a ſhow as a ſpacious 
wood) marched towards the Prefident at Ballyhowra, taking 
in their march Ballahey and Dodd's Caſtle upon quarter, and 
encamping on a hill not much above muſket ſhot from the 
preſident in the plain, declined though they were twenty to 
one, to deſcend the hill, and come to an engagement, which 
cauſed the preſident, after he had waited a conſiderable time, 
and not having any of the foot companies in the field that 
day (they being all at Moyallow 5 miles from the camp) to re- 
pair to Moyallow when it was almoſt night, and the country

At Done- 
raile he left Lieutenant John Downing to keep and defend 
the Caſtle with 5o ſhot, which he faithfully kept ; this done 
the preſident marched to Moyallow, and the next day with 
his own and the Lord Dungarvan's troops, and ſome of the 
foot companies marched to the city of Cork, (not being able 
to keep the field wlth fo inconfiderable a force) — it 
their beſt policy to make good the port- towns and fortreſſes; 
ſome of which, viz. Cork, Bandon, and Kingſale the 
enemy intending to beſiege, he prepared for their defence 
by raiſing a regiment of ha and two troops of horſe ; and 
again venturing to take the field with 1500 foot and 300 
horſe, he burned the Condens country on 2 March, and re- 
duced the Caſtle of Curbeagh ; whence he marched into the 
county of Waterford, and waſted the country from Liſmore 
to Dungarvan ; but his forces being few and ill provided, and 
the moſt intimate and fincere friendſhip ſubſiſting between 
him and the Earl of Ormond, he wrote many letters to that 
Lord, to intercede with the L. 4 for a ſupply of arms and 
ammunition, to enable him to ferve his Majeſty in bis pro- 
vince, as his duty and inclination required : And in that of 
12 May 1642 from Cork, he exprefles his concern for the 
publick calamities, and his affection for the King in theſe 


moving terms : 


« It grieves me beyond any earthly ſorrow for the great 
« diftance and difference betwixt his Majeſty and the par- 
« lrament ; and, if all the meaſures of the times, joined 
« with my long and violent ſickneſs, were not of force to 
ec ſubject me to the grave, yet the ſorrow for theſe unhappy 
« variances would crack a much ſtronger heart, than your 


« ſervant hath now left him; but God Almighty puts new 


« vigour into me, and makes me hopeful to outlive all the

« averted by his Majeſty's paternal care, by your Excel.

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At the meeting of the parliament, 14 October 1593, Mr. 
Pery was unanimouſly called a third time to the Speaker's 
chair, and 24 March 1785, on preſenting the money bills 
for the Royal Aﬀent, to Charles, late Duke of Rutland, L. L. 
the Speaker addreſſed his Grace in the following ſpeech : * 


« May it pleaſe your Grace, 


« No ſyſtem of government or of commerce can be ſecure 
« or permanent which is not founded in juſtice, of this 
« truth, the hiſtory of every great empire affords ſufficient 
« proofs, none more than the Britiſh. But however evident 
in theory this truth may have been at all times to thinking 
« men, .it ſeems to have had little influence upon the coun- 
« cils of nations till within theſe few years, when expe- 
« rience, dearly purchaſed, had removed thoſe prejudices 
« which miſled their underſtandings, and opened their eyes 
« to their own intereſt. From that period this kingdom has 
« gradually raiſed her head and extended her views; her 
1 conſtitution has been reſtored, and her foreign commerce 
« liberated from thoſe chains which held it in bondage; but 
« ſtill the reformation was imperfect, one of the moſt im- 
« portant articles ſtill remained unſettled, the commercial 
e intercourſe between Great-Britain and this kingdom. 
« Your Grace has wiſely recommended to the attention of 
« parltament an equitable adjuſtment of that communication 
« be the mutual advantage of both kingdoms. The Com- 
« mons entered upon that difficult buſineſs with alacrity, 
and proſecuted it with ardour; and there is reaſon to ex- 
« pect that their exertions will be crowned with. ſucceſs, 
« through the wiſdom of his Majeſty's councils, and the 
« liberal principles which have been adopted by the legiſla- 


„ tures of both kingdoms. The great revolution which 


« has taken place in America, and the conſequent changes

& of thoſe objects which have engaged the attention of the

14 July, 1634, he took his ſeat in parliament *, 
He was preſent 4 November following, being the firſt day of the 
ſecond ſeſſion 3, and 24 March, 1639, he was appointed of 
the Committee for Privileges # In November ſame year, he 
had a commiſſion from the ſtate for the government of the 
county of Louth ; but joining the rebels that year in their 
proceedings, was at the ſiege of Drogheda, and at a generll 
meeting of the principal Roman Catholick Gentry of the county of 
Louth, at the hill of Tallaghhoſker, where *were preſent, 
Collagh M*Brian M*Mahowne, Roger Moore, | Colonel Hugh 
Byrne, Colonel Tirlagh Oge O Neile, and ſeveral of the northem 
rebels ; the Lord Louth was appointed Colonel General of all the 
forces to be raiſed in the county of Louth ; and in caſe his Lordſhip 
refuſed the ſame, then Sir Chriſtopher Bellew; and upon his re- 
fuſal, then Mr. Chriſtopher Barnewall of Rathaſker, who accepted 
the ſaid poſt of Colonel General; but in 1642, was priſoner inthe 
caſtle of Dublin for the ſame. 17 November in that year, he was out- 
lawed in the county of Meath $5 ; and 12 July 1652, was excepted 
from pardon for life and eftate, by Cromwell's act of parliament 
for the ſertlement of Ireland. He married Mary, ſecond daughter 
of Randall, the firſt Earl of Antrim, and widow of Luca:

Oliver, the eighth Lord Louth, was born in 1668, and 29 Oliver, 


October 1692 (in the firſt parliament after the revolution) deli- 
vered his writ of ſummons to the Lord Chancellor, who, by direc- 
tion of the Houſe of Peers, acquainted him, that his grandfather, 
Oliver, . late Lord Baron of Louth, ſtood indiQed and outlawed on 
account of the rebellion in 1641, as it appeared by a certificate 
from the clerk of the crown. His Lordihip alledging that he 
was otherwiſe informed at the crown office, was ordered to with- 
draw, and it was then ordered, ** that the Lord Baron of Louth, 
do attend this Houſe on Thurſday next, at 10 of the clock in the 
« mornipg to ſatisfy this Houſe, as to the reverſal of the outlawry 
« of his grandfather Oliver, late Lord Baron of Louth ; and that the 
« clerk of the crown of the King's Bench or his deputy, do then 
« attend this Houſe to give them inſormation how the record of the 
« ſaid outlawry ſtands 1,” His Lordſhip was called in, and being 
acquainted by the Lord Chancellor of the above order, withdrew, 
and on Thurſday 1 November, attending the Houſe, he was ac- 
quainted that he had time until that day to ſatisfy the Houſe as to 
the reverſal of the outlawry of his ſaid grandfather ; when he an- 
ſwered, that there was a rule of court entered in the King's Bench, 
for reverſing the outlawry of his grandfather, but that judgment was 
not entered up ; whereby he was again ordered to withdraw, and have 
time till to morrow morning, to produce the ſaid rule of court, and 
give the Houſe what other ſatisfaction he could, as to the outlawry 
of the ſaid Oliver late Lord Baron of Louth 2. 12 October 1695, 
his Lordſhip delivered his writ, but refuſed to ſubſcribe the decla- 
ration 3. 19 October 1 698, it was found, on inſpection of the records, 
ke. that the ſaid outlawry of his grandfather, had never been reverſed, 
whereby the family have ever ſince been deprived of their dignity 
according to a reſolution then taken by the Peers, That ſuch 
Lords who ſtand outlawed, on record, ſhall not have privilege to 
* fit in this Houſe, but ought to he ſtruck out of the roll of this 
* Houſe 4.” He married Mabella, third daughter of Henry, 
the ſecond Viſcount Kingſland (by his ſecond wife Mary, eldeft 
daughter of Richard Earl of Weſtineath) dying in 1707, after 
ſeveral years illneſs of a conſumption, left iſſue by his lady, (whe 
ſoon after became the ſecond wife of the aforeſaid Stephen Taaffe, 
Eq. and died in October 1710, æt. 37), an only fon, Matthew,

for the preſervation of the Pale.—He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Chriſtopher Barnewall of Crickſtown," Knt,

fiſter to Sir Chriſtopher Barnewall of Grace-dieu, Knt. and 
had iſſue, three ſons and fix daughters, viz.

weight and conſequence ; which after time given to both parties, and 
their free and public conſent, the court 16 June 1620, ordered, 
that the cauſe depending in the King's Bench between them, ſhould 
be tried the next Michaelmas Term at the bar of that court by a 
jury of Engliſh, returned out of the ſaid county of Tyrone, by no- 
mination of the Judges of the ſaid court, to be returnable as a jury

forth peaceably and quietly hold and enjoy the ſame without the

« of this decree.” 

The ſaid Edmund Lord Dunbeyne, was ſaid to be 25 years of age 
at his grandfather's death, but the inquiſition taken at Ratoath 5 
June 1625, finds him of the age of 30 years; and 16 December 
1625 he had a ſpecial livery of his lands and inheritance 
for the fine of 1761, 14s. 4d., by the name of Edmund, Lord 
Baron of Dunboyne, ſon and heir to John Butler, Eſq. and grand- 
fon and heir to James, late Lord Dunboyne 1.— He married firſt 
Margaret, daughter and“ heir to Thomas Lord Cahier, and had a 
ſpecial livery of her eſtate 12 December 1630, for the fine of 60l.

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IME furname of STEWART, STUART, or STEUART, 
as the beſt Scottith Hiſtorians affirm, had its origin in 

the following manner : | | 
Duffus, King of Scotland, left a ſon Grimus, who ſuc- 
ceeded to the throne, and a daughter, married to the Thane 
of Lochabar. Grimus, dying childleſs in the year 1003, 
Malcolm II. (fon to King Kenneth III.) ſucceeded to the 
crown; but proving a Tyrant, he was cut off by a conſpi- 
racy in 1033, and was ſucceeded by Duncan I. (his grandſon 
by his daughter Beatrix, wife of Albanach, or Grimus, the 
chief Thane, or governor of the Scots Iſlands) who conſti- 
tuted Banco, (ſon to the aforeſaid Thane of IL. ochabar, and 
nephew to Grimus, King of Scotland,) general of his army, 
and receiver of his revenues; but the Highland rebels en- 
couraged, by the mildneſs of K. Duncan, to diſturb his 
reign, he was enforced to make his firſt couſin Macbeth, 
(grandſon to Malcolm II. by his daughter Douada, or Docha, 
wite of Finley Thane, of Angus,) his viceroy in the year 
1040; whoſe ſucceſs againſt the rebels raiſed his ambition to 
aim at the crown, which he uſurped in the ſixth year of his 
deputation, by murdering Duncan and Banco, before men- 
tioned; the latter of whom he put to death, on pretence that 
he underſtood by ſorcecy, that his (Banco's) iſſue ſhould 


enjoy 
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enjoy the crown. Hereupon Fleance, the ſon of Banco, 
fled into North-Wales, where he-married Neſta, the daugh- 
ter of Griffith ap Llewellyn, prince of that country, by 
whom he had a fon Walter, I. who (after Macbeth, was 
killed in battle by Macduffe in 1057, and Malcolm-Canmore, 
the ſon of K. Duncan, recalled from Cumberland, in Eng- 
land, whither he had retired to avoid Macbeth's cruelty) re- 
turned to Scotland, and by the ſaid K. Malcolm III. in con- 
ſideration of his ſervices againſt the rebels in Galloway, and 
of his high deſcent, (being the neareſt branch of the Royal 
Family) created him ſeneſchal, or LoRD HIGH STEWARD 
or SCOTLAND, or receiver general of the royal revenues; 
from which office his Family afterwards took and retained 
their ſurname of STEWART. 

The ſaid Walter died in 1116, leaving his fon Alan, the 


Stewart, in the reign of David I. who by Margaret, of 


Galloway, was father of Alexander I. the Stewart, (by ſome 
omitted) who flouriſhed in the reign of William the Lion, 
and was ſucceeded in 1199 by Walter II. the Stewart, in the 
reign of Alexander II. who died in 1258; from which time 
the younger ſons of the family had the ſurname of STEw ART. 
He married Alda de Dunbar, and had two ſons, Alexander; 
and Sir Robert, founder of the houſe of Lenox. Alexander 
II. the Stewart, died in 1286, leaving John, the Stewart, who 
was lain in the battle of Falkirk, in 1298, and was called 
the Stewart of Bute, in right of his wife Martha, heireſs of 
Bute; and his ſon Walter, the Stexvart, was ſo conſiderable

tenants, who were robbed of molt of their and means, to his further 
extreme loſs. He ſets forth alſo in his depoſition, that ſome of his regimeny 
having apprehended one Cullenan, titular biſhop of Rapho, and brought him 
before him, he aſked him, why it was reported among them of Ifiſh 
rebels, that the King's Mijeſty had given them a commiſſion for what they 
did, with this further expreſſion, that he much admired they were ſo impu-

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HE ſurname of this ancient and honourable family is 
ſaid to be originally TIL rox, aſſumed from their re- 
fidence at Tilton in the county of Leiceſter, where they pol- 
ſefled-a fair eſtate in the reign of Henry II.; in whoſe time 
lived Sir John Tilton, who gave certain parcels of Land in 
Billerſdon and Kirkby-Bellers, in that county, to the Lepers 
of St. Lazarus of Jeruſalem, which the king confirmed to 
the infirm brethren of Burton-Lazars.—In 1256 (40 Hen. 
III.) the family removing from Tilton, to Digby in the 
county of Lincoln, received a name from that place, which 
hath ever ſince been retained; and of this line we read of 
ohn Digby, who in the 11. 12. 14. 15. 32. and 33 years of 
ward I., was a commiſſioner for the gaol delivery at.

* 'This Sir Everard is omitted in ſome pedigrees, as he is by Mr. Wright in 
his hiſtory of Rutlandſhire, and other copiers from him; but their miſtake 
occaſioned by the name occurring thrice in ſucceſſion) is evident, if it be con- 
idercd that (ſuppoſing him to be omitted) there is the ſpace of 100 years be-

Sir Everard Digby, the eldeſt ſon, born in 1581, 
knighted by K. James I.; was one of the moſt beautiful men 
of his time, and by the accompliſhments of his mind, reput- 
ed one of the fineſt gentlemen in England ; but being drawn 
(as Camden fays) into the powder-plot, was much pitied, for 
that it was his ill fate to ſuffer for it, by being convicted the 
27, and executed on 30 of January 1605, at the weſt-end

and the reaſon why he kept it ſecret was, becauſe they, who were beſt able 
to judge of the lawfulneſs of it, had been acquainted with it, and given way 
unto it; and therefore afterwards he calls it the beſt cauſe, 
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daughter and heir to William Mulſho of Gothurſt in the 
county of Bucks, Eſq., with whom he had a great fortune, 
and left two ſons, Sir Kenelm, and Sir John Digby, Knights, 
the latter of whom ſerved K. Charles I., in whoſe army he 
was a Colonel, and a Major-General in the weſtern parts of 
England, and was killed in his Majeſty's ſervice. 

Sir Kenelm Digby, the elder ſon, was ſeated at Gothurſt, 
his mother's inheritance, where he was born 11 June 1603, 
and about the year 1618 (ſays Ant. a' Wood) was ſent to 
Glouceſter-Hall in Oxford, after he had been trained up in 
the Proteſtant Religion under the direction of Archbiſhop 
Laud, then Dean of Glouceſter (which in 1636 he left for 
that of Rome) and committed to the care of Mr. 'Thomas 
Allen, one of the moſt learned men of thoſe times, who, diſ- 
cerning the natural ſtrength of his faculties, directed him in 
the right method of applying his wonderful capacity, which 
he frequently compared to that of the celebrated wit of Italy, 
Picus de Mirandula, by ſaying, that he was the Mirandula if 
his Age. He continued there a gentleman-commoner above 
two years, and then travelling for a time in France, Spain, 
and Italy, received the honour of Knighthood at his return, 
28 October 1623, from the king at Hinchingbroke. 

In the beginning of K. Charles's reign he was made 
a Gentleman of the Bedchamber; was a | Commiſſioner 
of the Navy; and ſome diſputes having happened with 
the Yenetians in the Mediterranean, by which the Eng- 
liſh trade ſuffered, as well as by the depredations of the 


Algerines, he was appointed in 1628 Commander of a ſmall 


ſquadron, deſtined to the Levant (at which time he was ſtil- 
ed, à ſecretori Conclavi ad Carolum I. ef in Rebus Maritimis 
Adminiſtrator præcipuus) and acquired great honour by his 
gallant behaviour at Algiers, in taking ſeveral armed veſſels, 


redeeming many Engliſh ſlaves, and (16 June) by bearing. 


up fo bravely in the reſolute attack of the Venetian fleet, 
with a very inferior force, in the bay of Scanderoon, where- 
by he brought the Yenetians alſo to reaſon. 

When the Civil Wars broke out, he ſhewed himſelf active 
for the king, and in 1639, with the Abbot Walter Monta- 
gu, was employed by the Queen, to prevail with the Roman 
Catholicks for a liberal contribution to raiſe forces againſt 
the Scots; for which, and other ſervices, he was impriſon- 
ed by the parliament in Wincheſter-Houſe, London, until 
relealed 3 Auguſt 1643, upon certain conditions, at the in- 
terceſſion of the „ ee of France, who wrote a 
letter with her own hand, in his favour, whereupon he re- 
tired to that kingdom; but returning afterwards to England, 
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tn order to compound for his eſtate, he was (notwithſtand- 
ing his compoſition) voted by the parliament to depart the 
Commonwealth, and not return without leave, under pain 
of death and confiſcation of his eſtate; and during his 
exile, being Chancellor to Henrietta-Maria, Queen Mother 


of England, ſhe ſent him her envoy from France to Pope 


Innocent X. after which he is ſaid to have temporized with 
Cromwell, and to promote his intereſts. 

This magazine of arts, or (as Edward Leigh, in his Trea- 
tiſe of Religion and Learning, page 180, called him) the 
Ornament of England, wrote ſeveral learned books; was a 
great benefactor to the Bodleian Library, by preſenting to it, 
in 1633, a large collection of MSS; recovered the reputa- 
tion of his family, and rendered it famous through the 
Chriſtian World.—He returned to England in 1661; was 
appomted one of the council on the firſt ſettlement of the 
Royal Society; and died at his houſe in Covent-Garden, on 
his birth-day, 11 June 1665, xt. 62, and was buried in a 
yault, built at his own charge, under the eaſt end of the 
ſouth aile of Chriſt-Church within Newgate, London, with 
his wife Venetia, daughter and coheir to Sir Edward Stan- 
ley (grandſon to Edward, Earl of Derby) of Tongue-Caſtle 
in Shropſhire, Knight of the Bath, by his wife the Lady 
Lucy Percy, daughter and coheir to 'Thomas, Earl of Nor- 
thumberland, to whoſe memory he had erected a ſtately 
altar monument of black marble, with her buſt, of copper 
gilt, fixed thereto, thus inſcribed,

The year after his burial the monument was defaced, 
when the church itſelf was burnt in the diſmal conflagration, 
which then happened in London; and the following lines 
were compoſed by way of Epitaph for him;

By her, (who was found dead in bed, leaning her head on 
her hand) Sir Kenelm had two ſons, Kenelm; John; and 
a daughter Margery, married to Edward Dudley, of Clop- 
ton in the county of Northampton, Eſq.—Kenelm, the 
elder fon, a young gentleman of great hopes, appeared for 
the King, 7 July 1648, with the Duke of Buckingham, and 
others, * the Earl of Holland, near Kingſton in Surry, 
but being attacked before they could well form, they were 
obliged to retreat; and being ſurprized at St. Neots in Hunt- 
ingdonſhire, by Colonel Adrian Scrope's regiment of horſe, 
were, after a gallant defence, totally routed, and he was 
killed upon the ſpot.— John Digby, Eſq., his brother, ſuc- 
ceeded at Gothurſt, and married firſt Catharine, eldeſt ſur- 
viving daughter of Henry, Earl of Arundel, Norfolk and 
Surry, ſiſter to Thomas Howard, reſtored to the dukedom 
of Norfolk; and ſecondly Margaret, Fourth daughter of Sir 
Edward Longueville. of Wolverton in Bucks, by Margaret, 
daughter of Sir Thumas Temple, of Stow, Baronets, and 
by her he had two daughters, coheirs.

We now proceed with Sir Simon Digby, ſecond ſon of Sir Sir Simon, 


Everard, who was killed at 'Towton-Field, anceſtor to the 
Lord Digby.—Which Simon, ſeeing the houſe of York pre- 
vail, behaved ſo obſequiouſly to K. Edward IV., that in 
1477 he received from him the honour of knighthood, with 
the annuity of ten pounds, iſſuing out of Retford-Mills in 
the county of Nottingham, as a recompence of his faithful 
ſervices; and within two years after, pro bono et commodifero 
Servitio, quod idem Simon multimodis Laboribus et Expenſis nobis 
ſerantea et multipliciter impendit (as the King expreſſeth him- 
ſelf) had the foreſterſhip of Thornewoods in the ſouthern 
part of Shirewood-Foreſt conferred on him for life, with the 
fee of four pence a day: Yet, no ſooner did the Earl of 
Richmond appear in England, though but with ſlender forces, 
than he and his fix valiant brothers joined him, and ſtoutly - 
fought for him at Boſworth againſt K. Richard III.; when 
that uſurper being ſlain, and the Earl crowned in the field, 
by the name of Henry VII., he rewarded the faithful ſer- 
vices of the Digbys, as before related, and conſidering Sir 
Simon as a principal actor in that deciſive battle, he made 
him, in the firſt year of his reign (1485) Steward of the 
Lordſhips of Uppingham, Preſton, Barroughdon, Eſenden, 
and Gretham in the county of Rutland, with all the lands 
in that ſhire, which had belonged to George, Duke of Cla- 
rence, to hold for life; and alſo ſteward and receiver of the 

manor of Bedale in Y orkſhire. * |

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The next year he was a Commander for the king at the 
battle of Stoke, where Lambert Simnel was entirely rout. 
ed; in conſideration of which and other ſervices, the king, 


in 1487, gave to him and his heirs male the manor of Ra- 


vyſbury in the pariſh of Mitcham and county of Surry ; ap- 
pointing him alſo the next year comptroller of the petty 
cuſtoms in the port of London, and confirming him in the 
foreſterſhip of 'Thornewoods.—By patent, dated at Weſt. 
minſter 23 December 1495 (11 Hen. VII.) the king grant. 
ed, to him and his heirs male, the Lordſhip of Cor xg. 
HILL in the county of Warwick, upon the confiſcation of 
Sir Simon Montfort the preceding year, which hath ever 
ſince continued the principal reſidence of his family; he be- 
ing at that time deputy to John, Earl of Oxford, conſtable 
of the Tower of London.—In 1496 he was commiſſioned to 
exerciſe martial law in the counties of Devon and Cornwall 
againſt divers malefactors; and in 1506 was the firſt in com- 
miſſion for the peace in the county of Warwick, as the next 
year he was for the gaol-delivery at Warwick ; and by his 
Majeſty's grants of theſe ſeveral offices and eſtates, his poſte- 
rity grew conſiderable, and much in favout with ſucceeding 
Princes. . 

In 1509 and 1517 he was ſheriff of the counties of 
Leiceſter and Warwick; by his laſt will, bearing date 22 


Auguſt 2517, (9 Henry VIII.) he ordered his body to

Sir George Digby, their ſon, received the honour of 
Knighthood 28 Eliz. from Robert, Earl of Leiceſter, for 
the ſervice he performed at the ſiege of Zutphen in Flan- 
ders *, and married Abigail, daughter of Sir Arthur He-

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ohn, born in London in 1618, was entered in Magdalen- 
College, Oxford, Anno 1634; fided with the King in the 
beginning of the civil war, and being eſteemed a valiant and 
good man, was made general of the horſe in the army of 
Ralph, Lord Hopton, and fought bravely in many encoun- 
ters. When the King's cauſe declined, he retired into 
France, and ſome time followed the court of Charles II.; 
but getting nothing there, he lived very obſcurely, and in 
1654 came into England, where continuing for a time among 
the afflicted royaliſts, he at length retired to Pontoiſe, en- 
tered himſelf among the religious there, became a ſecular 
prieſt, ſaid maſs daily to the Engliſh nuns, and died there

his advocate, upon a diſcovery of the unjuſt practices againſt 
him; and 21 April 1641, when the bill of attainder was 
debating in the houſe, he argued ſtrongly againſt it, and 


concluded his ſpeech, ** I do before God, diſcharge myſelf ' 


eto the uttermoſt of my power, and do with a clear con-

the Earl of Strafford's life.” This declaration loſt him the 
eſteem he had, both with the commons and the faction, being 
expelled the houſe on 10 June; but that very day (baving 
been ſummoned the preceding one, to the houſe of peers 
by writ) he took his place in the upper houſe : However, 
the commons, to teſtify their reſentment (13 July) ordered 
his ſpeech to be burnt- the Friday after, at ten o'clock, by 
the common hangman, one part in the Palace-yard, at Weſt.

From this time he became the declared enemy of the 
leading party, who let ſlip no occaſion to debaſe and preju- 
dice him ; proclaimed him traitor and baniſhed him ; but 
the King ſoon after leaving the parliament, he adhered to 
his Majeſty, and was therefore excepted by the parliament 
in a treaty of peace with the King at Oxford in 1642.

return, and to his poſt of high ſteward of the univerſity, 
but by changing his religion, whilſt abroad, in compliance 
with Don John of Auſtria, he incapacitated himſelf from 
being reſtored to the ſecretary's office 1,—— After his father's 
death he was choſen a knight of the Garter, and inſtalled 
in April 1661; he became a frequent ſpeaker in parliament ; 
wrote ſeveral letters, ſpeeches, &c., and having lived to 
the age of 64 years, died at Chelſca 20 March 1676, and was 
buried in that church.

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to Robert Bourne, of Black-hall, in Eſſex, Eſq., and, ſe- 
condly, Rachel, daughter and coheir to Sir Hugh Wynd- 
ham, of Silton, in Dorſetſhire, Ent.

It is compoſed of various kinds of marble, and 
executed by that ingenious artiſt, J. Noſt; on it is the ſtatue 
of an Earl, ſtanding in his parliamentary robes, holding 
a coronet in his right hand; on his left, ſtands the figure 
of his firſt Lady, holding in her left hand a burning lamp; 
on his right, his ſecond Lady, holding in her right hand 
a flaming heart. On the pedeſtals of theſe ſtatues, are their 
names and the dates of their births and burials; at the 
ſides are two weeping Cupids. A vein in the marble of the 
left leg, which is naked, repreſents the mortification near 
his knee, which occaſioned the Earl's death; over the 
whole is a noble ſemieircle pediment, ſupported by two 


fluted columns of the Corinthian Order, on which are two 


urns, and between them the arms and creſt of Digby, ſup- 
porters two man-tygers, ſable, collared with Earl's coro- 
nets, or, on one fide, argent, three cheyronels between 
three lions paſſant, /able, for Bourne; on the other fide, 
\ azure, three lions heads eraſed, or, for Wyndhan. Un- 
derneath is a pedeſtal, with proper compartments, con- 
taining this inſcription, compoſed by Dr. Hough, Biſhop

John, Lord Digby, Baron Digby of Sherborne, and 
Earl of Briſtol, titles to which the merits of his 
grandfather firſt gave luſtre, and which he himſelf laid 
down unſullied. He was naturally inclined to avoid 
the hurry of a public life, yet careful to keep up the 
poſt of his quality; was willing to be at eaſe, but 
icorned obſcurity; and therefore never made his re- 
tirement a pretence to draw himſelf within a narrower 
compaſs, or to ſhun expence as charity, hoſpitality, 
and his honour called for. His religion was that which 
is by law eſtabliſhed, and the conduct of his life ſhewed 
the power of it in his heart. His diſtinction from 
others never made him forget himſelf or them. He 
was kind and obliging to his neighbours, generous and

We now return to Sir Robert Digby of Coles Hill, im- 
mediate anceſtor to Lord Digby. In 1596 he was knighted 
at Dublin, by Robert, Earl of Eſſex, and having his educa- 
tion in the univerſity of Oxford, took the degree of A. M. 
10 July 1598.——In 1613 he was returned to parliament, 
with Walter Weldon, Eſq., for the borough of Athy ; was 
called into the privy council by K. James I., and appointed 
20 May 1615 of the council for the province of Munſter 2.

On 11 May 1627 he was appointed governor and comman-

After the meeting of the parliament under the new Lords 
Juſtices, he was licenſed, 23 February, to repair into Eng- 
land on his own urgent occaſions, and deſired and authorized 
by the houſe, to deliver to their committee attending the 
King, their proteſtation and declaration touching part of the 
preamble of the Act of Subſidy; the order and ſchedule of 
certain grievances voted by the houſe; and an abſtract of the 
graces, granted by his Majefty in the fourth year of his reign, 
defired to be confirmed by Act of Parliament. 

After the diſcovery of the rebellion by the examinations 
.of Conolly and Mac-Mahon, and the Lord Maguire's ap- 
prehenſion, his Lordſhip was one of the privy council, who 
tigned the proclamation at the caſtle of Dublin (23 October) 
advertiſing his Majeſty's good and loyal ſubjects of the diſco- 
very, and requiring them to ſtand upon their guard. And 
being appointed Captain of a troop of horſe in the King's 
army, he was commanded 19 April 1642 to march to Drog- 
heda, and 16 May following from Trim to Luttrelſtown; in 


which year his mother being for ſome months beſieged in her 


caſtle of Geaſhill (as before related) and reduced to great 
extremity, ſhe found means to ſend to Sir Charles Coote, at 
the Naas, an account of her ſituation, and the miſerable 
condition of the place; who, accompanied by her ſon, 
marched to her relief, and ſo plentifully ſupplied the caſtle, 
that ſhe reſolved, though far diftant from any friendly garri- 
fon, to abide there, which ſhe did, till fetched off by Sir 
Richard Grenville, in October following.

Sir Edward Blayney, the third ſon, was employed, from Sir

himſelf to the degree of a Colonel. He accompanied Robert, Baron. 


Earl of Eſſex into this Kingdom, when, in 1598 he under- 
took the reduction of the Northern rebels, commanding an 
old company of 100 men; but little or nothing being effected, 
and that unhappy Earl leaving his charge in September 1599, 
Captain Blayney was garriſoned at Newry with 150 foot, 
and the Lord Mountjoy, a more experienced general, being 
ſent over to proſecute the war, landed 26 February following, 
and 17 May 1600 detached Captain Blayney with 500 foot 
and 50 horſe, to ſecure the March of the Earl of Southampton, 
and Sir Oliver Lambert, with recruits, to his camp beyond 
Newry, through the paſs of the Moyry. He marched through 
the pals to the Faghard, where he left his foot in two diviſi- 
ons, and proceeding with the horſe to Dundalk, informed 
the Earl of his errand; affuring him farther, that the Lord 


Deputy, with the reſt of the army, would meet him by two 


o'Clock, at the cauſeway beyond the Pace. Hereupon the 
Earl marched to the Faghard, whence Captain Blayney, com- 
manding the Van-Guard, advanced towards the Four-mile- 
Water, within half a mile of which he diſcovered the Iriſh 
on both fides in the wood, and when within muſquet ſhot, 
perceiving 200 foot moſt advantageouſly poſted beyond the 
water, he ſo diſpoſed his men, and charged the enemy (with 
the aſſiſtance of the Lord Deputy's Van-Guard, then ſea- 
ſonably come up) that they were repulſed, the Earl's paſſage 
ſecured, and the whole army brought ſafe to Newry. | 
The fort of Mount-Norris being built by the L. D., and 
finiſhed 9 November 1600 (being ſo called in honour of Sir 
John Norris, under whom he had learned the art of war, 
and therefore called, his Maſter Captain Blayney was left 
governor thereof with 400 foot; and, 6 April 1601, the 
L. D. was advertiſgd from Newry, that he and Captain Jo- 
fias Bodley had burnt and deſtroyed the iſland of Loghror-

which they did not.” And, it being reſolved in council 
(1 December) that ſome foot ſhould be drawn out to brave 
the Spaniards; to view whether the breach made againft 
Kingſale was affaultable, and to cauſe the enemy to ſhew 
themſelves, that the artillery might the better play upon 
them, Sir John Berkeley and he, at the head of 2000 foot, 
were preſently drawn near the walls of the town, and enter- 
tained a very hot ſkirmiſh with the Spaniards, who had en- 
trenched themſelves cloſe to the breach without the town: 
but after an hour's fight, when a full view was taken of the 
breach, and that it was found not aſſaultable, the men were 
drawn off with little or no hurt; and that night, with Sir 
John Berkeley, and Captain Bodley, he drew out 25 of every 
company, and caſt up a ſmall fort on a hill, to the weſt of 
the town, to ſerve as a ſecond to the artillery, that was to be 


. planted not far from it.* 


His gallant behaviour, during this ſiege, obtained him the 
honour of Knighthood; and after it was ended, he was diſ- 
patched from Dublin by the deputy, 20 October 1602, with 
a commiſſion to govern the garriſons of Ruſke and Mona- 
ghan; to diſpoſe of his government of Mount-Norris to 
Captain Atherton; to ſupply thoſe garriſons well with pro- 
viſions; to deliver letters to Sir Arthur Chicheſter, with 
whom he was to concur in the intended fervice for thoſe 
parts; to know from Mac-Mahon his abſolute - anſwer, 
whether he would ſubmit upon the conditions ſent him; 
which if he refuſed, to protect him no longer, but proſecute 
him preſently by all means; to give O Connor Roe Maguire 
his beſt aſſiſtance, to eſtabliſh him in his country; and to en- 
tertain the offers of ſuch of 'Tyrone's captains, as were willing 
to forſake him and ſerve the _ and either to draw them 
from him, or make any uſe of their offers, and treat with 


them, as itt his diſcretion he ſhould think fit.3

Henry-Vincent, the fifth Lord Blayney, in 1678, was 
captain of a foot company; and during the Lord Tyrcon- 
nel's modelling the army and preparing to invade the north, 
the Proteſtant nobility and gentry having ſupplied themielves 
as well as they could from Scotland with powder and other 
requiſites to reſiſt his attacks upon them, and foreſeeing 
that their preparations for their neceſſary defence, would 
incenſe the government and draw down an army, aſſociated 
in the ſeveral connties for their mutual preſervation, thoſe 


of Armagh and Monaghan choſe the Lord Blayney to com- 


mand in chief all the forces, raiſed and to be raiſed for the 
Proteſtant ſervice there. After which, his Lordſhip ſuddenly 
fell into the town of Armagh with a ſtrong party, in order 
to ſecure that frontier garriſon, which he did, by diſarm- 
ing the Iriſh dragoons ; and then poſting himſelf there, 
he found, at a general rendezvous of the county, about 
1800 men indifferently well armed : And here he cauſed K. 
William and 5 to be proclaimed with great ſolemnity, 
as he did at Hillſborough and other places, and ſent the 
proclamation to Charlemount, requiring the Iriſh to ſur- 
render themſelves and their arms by the 10 of April 1689. 
At this time near 3000 of the enemy being garriſoned 
in the fort of Charlemount, within five miles of Armagh, 
and attempting to plunder the Proteſtants, he had daily 
ſkirmiſhes with them, in which he conſtantly prevailed, to 
their conſiderable loſs, until 13 of March, when being in- 
formed that his caſtle of Monaghan was taken by the Iriſh, 


and that all the forces of the country had retreated to Glaſ- 


lough, where they were beſieged by the enemy; that Sir 

Arthur Rawdon had quitted Loughbrickland, and that the
